Reuter's Correspondent at Zurich 
cabled Jast night: ‘‘ German’ and 
Italian troops are to-night racing at 
full speed along the highways of 
former unoccupied France towards 
the south coast—towards Toulon, 
the naval base, and Marseilles, 
France’s second city, and Vichy 
messages report that Nice has been 
occupied by the Italians. German 
columns passing through Lyons and 
Limoges are converging on key 
points in the South of France from 
several directions. Axis motorised 
troops, supported by cavalry, tanks 
and arti ery, had oured into 
unoccupied France at dawn to-day. 
Herr Hitler, in a message to 
Marshal Pétain, announced that this 
move was not occupation, but a 
measure of defence against 
threatened Allied attacks in the 
south of France and on Corsica. 

The Axis marched after M. Laval 
had met Herr Hitler in Munich, 
and Marshal Pétain, in an interview 
with General von Rundsted, German 
Commander in occupied Western 
Europe, made a formal protest 
against the violation of the armis- 
tice. A few hours later Vichy 
announced that the French Fleet 
was still at Toulon. 

‘One column of the German forces 
crossed the border between occupied 
and unoccupied France early to-day. 
They moved at ‘‘ Panzer speed,” 
covering the 70 miles from the 
boundary to Lyons in three hours 
Police cordons were thrown around 
the principal streets and the railway 
station in Lyons as a stream of 
German motorised infantry, cavalry 
and artillery passed through the city 
on the way to the south. Other 
German columns’ converged on 
Limoges from Angouleme, racing 
from occupied South-Western France 
towards Marseilles. 


ITALIANS IN NICE 


** Simultaneously, Italian motorised 
troops crossed the Franco-Italian 
Lorder towards Chamber y—at 
approximately the same place where 
they attacked France in 1940. Other 
Italian contingents entered Nice at 
ó p.m. on their way westwards 
towards Toulon and _ Marseilles. 
French police were called out every- 
where in full force to prevent 
incidents. 

“ German troops reached the out- 
skirts of Vichy itself early in the 
day. Five high-ranking Germah 
officers and their staffs later arrived 
at the Hotel du Parc, Marshal 
Pétain’s headquarters.

The strategic Belle 
Rive bridge was occupied. German 
troops were also reported in Cler- 
mont Ferrand, 70 miles west of 
Lyons, on the main road towards the 
South.

ROOSEVELT’S CALL 


LONDON Wednesday.—New York 
radio, in its French broadcast to- 
night, stated ::—' President Roose- 
velt appeals to the people of France 
to consider Germany once again as 
a country in arms against France. 
All France and the whole of the 
French Empire must consider Ger- 
many as an enemy. French warships 
and French merchant ships can reach 
Gibraltar and the ports controlled 
by the United Nations. There they 
will find brothers-in-arms who will 
welcome them with open arms. They 
will also find the werful naval 
forces of the Allied nations, which, 
together with those of the French 
Fleet, can definitely clear the Medi- 
terranean of the German threat. All 
French ships that are at the present 
moment lying in French ports can 
contribute to the German defeat. 


U.S. AIMS 


“ We hear that the French sailors 
are joyfully looking forward to 
renew the fight against the common 
enemy, just as the French of North 
Africa welcomed the American 
soldiers. Both know—as do the in- 
habitants of metropolitan France— 
that the intervention of the United 
Nations’ forces in North Africa has 
but two aims. First, to clear a way 
to the already bruised Italian and 
German Armies. Secondly, to seize 
an essential base from where France 
and Europe may be freed. 

“ Now that France once more is at 
war, all the French are combatant. 
The inhabitants of France, tem- 
porarily occupied, have a task 
different from that of their com- 
patriots, who are free on board their 
ships in the French Empire. The 
moment is not yet ripe for these 
people to take up arms; we shall 
warn them when the moment has 
come. Meanwhile, while we wait 
this moment, they must put up a 
passive resistance similar to the re- 
sistance put up by the French 
workers, who have given such a 
magnificent example in the last 
month.’’— (Reuter. ) 


“GERMANS READY” 


LONDON, Wednesday. — The 
troops which Germany is now throw- 
ing in to counter Allied moves in 
North Africa are those which it 
was holding for a possible invasien 
of Western and Northern France, 
said a military commentator of the 
German News Agency to-night. He 
said the contingents which are being 
and will be thrown in against 
Anglo-Americans were not the ‘‘so- 
called strategic reserves, which are 
still held in the background.”

STILL AT TOULON 


LONDON, Wednesday.—Reports 
that the French Fleet. had_ left 
Toulen were denied Vichy, radio 
to-night. ‘‘Calm prevails at Toulon,” 
the announcer added.’ Units of the 
French Fleet- are based as follows : 

At Toulon—The modern battle- 


ships Strasbourg and Dunkerque 
(26,000 toms) and the old battleship

At Alexandria—The ist French 
Light Squadron, comprising the old 
battleshi; Loraine (22,000 tons), four 
first-rate cruisers of 10,000 tons, the 
former flagship Duquesne; the Tour- 
ville, Suffren and Duguay-Trouin; 
three 1,300-ton destroyers and the 
ocean-going submarine Protee. All 
were partially dismantled in July, 
1940. 

A British Admiralty communiqué 
states:—Reports issued by the Ger- 
man radio that the French squadron 
at Alexandria has been taken over 
bv the British Navy are entirely 
without foundation.—Reuter. 


AXIS TROOPS MOVE 


LONDON, Wednesday. — Reuter’s 
North Africa Corresnondent says 
that between 500 and 600 men have 
been landed bv the Axis at El Alunia 
airport, outside Tunis, and probably 
at Sidi Armed, airport for Bizerta. 
These 500 or 600 men were landed 
by troop-carrying ‘planes from Sicily 
and Sardinia.

LONDON, Wednesday.—A curfew 
has been imposed in France for all 
ersons, without special reasons tor 
eing out, between 8 p.m. and 4 
a.m., German Radio reported to-day. 
Ail places of entertainment would lhe 
closed at 8 p.m.

PROTEST RECEIVED 


LONDON, Wednesday.—The Ger- 
man Foreign Office and Diplomatic 
Information Bureau announced that 
Marshal Pétain’s protest had been 
received. It termed the protest ar 
appeal, and added: '' However, the 
French Government ordered troops 
and police under its command not to 
make any resistance to the advance 
of German troops and to observe 
calm.” 


“CONTINUE TO FIGHT” 
LONDON, Wednesday.—A com- 


muniqué issued after to-night’s 
French Cabinet meeting. quoted by 
Vichy radio, said: “ The military 
situation in North Africa was re- 
viewed. . The Marshal and the 
Government paid tribute to the 
loyalty and courage of the African 
army. and expressed their hopes that 
it will continue to ‘fight to the 
utmost in the interests of France 
and the Empire.” 

Paris radio broadcast appeals said 
to come from Marshal Pétain to 
French naval officers and men. To 
sailors the appeal was: ‘‘ London in- 
vites you to commit treason. The 
Marshal asks you to do your duty 
and remain at your posts.” To naval 
officers the speaker said: “ London 
invites you to commit treason. 
Your duty is to remain with the 
Marshal and sail immediately to the 
nearést French port.’’—(Reuter.) 


NO EXCUSE FOR DIRTY 
 DAIRIES 
PROSECUTIONS ORDERED 


Dairymen who keep their pre- 
mises in a dirty condition will 
render’ themselves liable to imme- 
diate prosecution. 

“There is no -excuse for the 
negligence at present being dis- 
plaved by milk producers, as no 
equipment other than a yard brush, 
clean water, some stad and soap 
is necessary,” wrote Mr. J. A. 
Fiynn, Chief Veterinary Officer, in 
his October report, presented yester- 
day to Mr. D. J. Di aiiean, ublin 
County Commissioner. 

It was directed that offenders 
should be prosecuted at once. 


SUGAR FOR INFANTS 
EFFECT OF SCARCITY 


Children six months old and under 
are sufiéring considerably from the 
reduction of the sugar ration to half 
a und, according to a Dublin 
authority on dietetics. Infants of 
this age, he said, should be getting 
about 2 oz. of sugar per day, or Lb. 
per week, administered to them in 
milk and water. Without this 
amount of Wa they will not, thrive 
as they ought. Above six months 
their need for sugar is not so great, 
and at about a year old the half- 
pound ration should be enough. In 
some families the deficienéy in sugar 
may .be made good by the use of 
baby-foods, but these are expensive, 
arid’ are’ beyond the reach of poor 
families.. Parents, of course, may 
help their infants out by foregoi 
their, own ration, but altogether the 
half-pound ‘per week position is such 
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EUTER’S Correspondent with 
the Allied Army in Egypt 
cabled yesterday :—'‘‘The battle of 
Egypt is over, or almost over, and 
the battle of Libya is on. British 
armoured forces which crossed 
from Egypt into Libya are pursuing 
the enemy with greater speed now 
that the heavy rains have ceased. 
‘Fifty miles to the south of 
Sollum elements of British armoured 
divisions are reported to be approach- 
ing Fort Maddalena, on the border, 
about 100 miles south-east of Tobruk. 
It is apparent that a huge pincer 
movement is being made by the 
British. One claw is composed of 
the force pursuing the enemy along 
the coastal road, while the inland 
claw is speeding over open desert. 
‘‘ Some of our advanced elements 
re-established contact near Sidi 
Barrani with Axis rearguards, posted 
with a few machine-guns, mortars and 


‘stops’ put down by the enemy 
will not be fully obvious until our 
coastal push reaches Sollum, from 
where the main line of the Axis 
retreat winds up to the top of 
Halfaya Pass. It will be seen then 
whether the German and Italian 
troops intend to make a stand there 
or pull back into Libya.’’—(Reuter.) 


GERMAN PRESSURE IN 
CAUCASUS 


The Germans still are pressing 
their attacks in the Caucasus, 
despite the cold and dirty weather, 
says Reuter. Their main activities 
are north-east of Tuapse, on the 
Black Sea, and south-east of Nalchik. 
In the latter region the Germans 
have made four abortive attacks 
with infantry and tanks, in the 
course of which they lost 344 tanks 
destroyed, damaged or captured, On 
the Tuapse front Soviet marines, 
hitting back, captured a fortified 
height. , 

Last night’s Soviet communiqué 
stated: ‘‘ During November 11 our 
troops fought the enemy in the area 
of Stalingrad, south-east of Tuapse 
and south-east of Nalchik. No 
changes took place on other fronts.”’ 
— (Reuter.) 


“T.B.” IN CATTLE 
DOCTOR REPEATS CHARGE 


Dr. Joseph MHannigan,, T.D., 
yesterday reiterated- his statement 
made at a recent meeting oí the 
Dublin Corporation, that fortv per 
cent. of the cattle in this country 
were infected with tuberculosis. 

Replying to the protest against his 
statement by the Irish Live-Stock 
Exporters’ and Traders’ Association, 
Dr. Hannigan said that figures deal- 
ing with killings’ at’ the Dublin 
Abattoir in the years 1927-1939, 
inclusive, showed that 32.4 per cent. 
of the cows slaughtered there were 
found to be infectéd with tuber- 
culosis, and that in these cases only 
naked-eye examinations were made. 
Further, it had been found that both 


forty per cent. of all cattle sub- 
jected to the intra-dermal test gave 
positive reaction. , . 

“I agree,” he said, “that our 
cattle are among the best in the 
world, in spite of these alarming 
figures. I drew attention to. these 
figures with a view to an improve- 
ment in the health not only of the 
human, but also of the bovine 
population. Misleading and mis- 
informed criticism of fully authenti- 
cated facts can only do a grave dis- 
service to the community at large, 
as well as to the cattle trade.” 


SELLING A LEMON 
TRADERS FINED £30

For instance, the British 
divisions “which have reinforced -the 
Eighth Army for this battle left 
England in May or early June. 
Most of the six pounders we have 
been using in so many hundreds 
were dispatched before the fall of 
Tobruk. This also applies to the 
more heavily armoured British tanks 
and the more heavily gunned British 
tanks. 


AMERICAN HELP 


“As for the American tanks—the 
admirable Shermans—they came to us 
in the following way: On that dark 
day when the news of the fall of 
Tobruk came in I was with Presi- 
dent Roosevelt in his room at the 
White House. The House knows how 
bitter a blow this was, but nothing 
could have exceefled the delicacy 
and kindness of our American 
friends and allies. Their very best 
tanks, the Shermans, were just 
coming out of the factoties. The 
first batch of them had been newly 
placed in the hands of their divisions, 
who had been waiting for them. The 
President took a large number of 
these tanks back from the troops to 
whom they had just been given. 

‘In my yiew, everything in human 

ower was done. Making allowance 
or the fallibility of human judg- 
ment, ev ing was done. We 


placed a new army at its side, and 
rearmed it on a gigantic scale. By 
these means we repaired the disaster 
that fell on us and converted defence 
in Egypt into successful attack. Our 
position in time has been set back. 
Still, there are consolations. The 
losses of the enemy have throughout 
been heavy. In all this Egyptian 
fighting his losses have been very 
heavy, and he could not have found 
a worse place to lose a battle. 


RUSSIA'S PART 


““So far as: Russia is concerned: 
her course and position were fixed. 
They have rendered an incomparable 
service to the common cause. " ey 
have rendered this service by killing 
or permanently putting out of 
action far more millions than 
Germany lost in the whole of the 
last war. I recognise the force of 
all that Premier Stalin said in his 
last speech @about the enormous 
weight that has been thrown on 
Russia. I havo felt what everyone, 
almost, in this House must have felt 
—that intense desire that we should 
be suffering with her, and that we 
should take more weight off her. 

“ All British promises to Russia 
have been made in writing or given 
across the table in recorded con-

in His Majesty's interests. I expect 
General Alexander may very soon be 
sending along for further instruc- 
tions. 


DESERT LOSSES 


‘‘It is impossible to give an esti- 
mate of the enemy’s casualties, but 
last night General Alexander gave 
me the estimate as :--59,000 Germans 
and Italians have been killed, 
wounded and taken prisoner, and of 
these 34,000 are Germans and 25.) 
Italians. Of course, there are nowy 
more Italians who may be waneler- 
ing about the desert, and every effort 
is being made to bring them in. The 
enemy lost irretrievably about 500 
tanks and no less than 1,000 guns 
of all types from 47 mm. upwards, 
Our losses, although severe and pain- 
ful, have not been unexpectediy 
high. having regard to the task to 
which our troops have been called 
upon to face. They are 13,600 officers 
and men. ‘They: were spread over 
the whole army, 58 per cent. fallin 
upon British troops of the United 
Kingdom, with a larger proporticn 
of officers, owing to the armoured 
formations being British. 


NORTH AFRICA 


Speaking of the Anglo-American 
descent. on North Africa, Mr. 
Charchill--said : 

‘We, of course, foresaw the re- 
actions which the entry of American 
and British. forces . inte , North 
Africa would produce on the various 
countries affected. First of all, there 
was Italy, which will now come to 
a much fuller and better realisation 
of the trials of. war and of the un- 
wisdom of entering a war when you 
think your antagonist is prostrate, 
and will bring home to the le 
of Italy a very much c 
realisation of the trials and horrors 
of war. than they have. had 


to now. To-day the news reacheg 
us that Hitler has decided to overs 
run all France, thus breaking the 
armistice, which the Vichy Governe 
ment had kept with such pitiful and 
perverted fidelity at horrible cost, 
even sacrificing their ships 
sailors to fire upon American rescu- 
ing troops as they arrived. 


AN APPEAL 


“ Even still they are doing that: 


for the sake of the armistice. Even 
then they have been struck down 
by their German taskmasters. This, 
surely, is the moment for all French- 
men worthy of the name to stand 
together and to be truly united in 


spirit.

LIVING IN THE PAST 


Speaking at a debate at the Coll- 
ege aye mó TA Trinity Col- 
le night, Mr. T. Cosgrave, 
why, asi said | thet the title ‘of the de- 
bate presupposed that in the modern 
world a nation living in the pen was 
necessarily on the decline. In so far 
as they in Ireland might be said to 
be living in the past, he pointed 
out that the natural law, the Ten 
Commandments and Christianity all 
came to them from a remote and 
venerable past, and they thought all 
the more of them for that reason. 
If what was meant by living in the 
past was that -they in Ireland had 
long Memories, that they were sore 
about the interference with the 
national life as their forefathers 
would have liked to see it develop— 
was that not perfectly understand- 
able? 

Sentimental Englishmen often told 
the Irish that they should stop talk- 
ing about their past, but they felt 
and talked about their own past. 
What else but such feeling gave 
them strength in their darkest hour, 
more than two years ago? 

Memories of the past operated 
against the remaining problem of 
their country and its solution. The 
relations between two neighbouring 


islands had been poisoned. Ireland 
and Britain had more in common 
than they had in dispute. Yet the 


unfortunate division of their country 
kept, and would keep, all efforts at 
cordial reconciliation at a standstill. 
Nevertheless, he concluded, reunion 
will come about as sure as night 
follows day.

A Proclamation issued rvester- 
day morning by Herr Hitler 
and addressed to the French Army 
and French people stated: 

“After the crumbling of the 
Anglo-French front, which, after the 
flight of the British to Dunkirk, 
developed into catastrophe, France 
asked Germany for an armistice. 
Under the armistice Germany asked 
nothing which might be incompatible 
with the honour of the French Army. 
Precautions, however, had to be 
taken in order to prevent the fight 
from being started again in the in- 
terests of the British warmongers by 
means of paid agents. Germany had 
no intention whatever of humiliating 
France or of infringing the — 
of the French Empire. She hope 
by a subsequent reasonable peace, to 
achieve an atmosphere of mutual 
understanding in Europe. 

‘Since that time Great Britain, 
and now also the U.S.A., have 
sought to set foot again on French 
soil in order to continue the war, as 
suits their interests, on French terri- 
tory. After several attempts had 
come to a lamentable end, the Anglo- 
American attack was launched 
against the colonies of North and 
West Africa. Having regard to the 
weakness of the French forces in 
those parts, the enemy would find it 
an easier ground for opérations than 
in the West, where the country is 
protected by Germany.

“In these circumstances I felt 
compelled to order the German Army 
immediately to march through the 
unoccupied zone—and this is now 
being done—and to march to points 
aimed at by the Anglo-American 
landing troops. The German Army 
does not come as an enemy of the 
French people, nor of its soldiers, 
nor does it intend to govern these 
territories. It has one sole aim—to

their duty as in the past. From 
now on nothing stands in the 
way of the realisation of their 


requests, made earlier, to come to 
Versailles to govern France from 
there. The German forces have 
heen ordered to see to it that the 
French people are inconvenienced as 
little as possible. The French 
people must, however, bear in mind 
that by the attitude of its Govern- 
ment in 1939 the German people 
were thrown into a grievous war 
which threw hundreds of thousands 
of families into peril and grief. 
‘The German Government, no 
less than its soldiers, has every ‘wish 
within the bounds of what is pos- 
sible, not only to protect the fron- 
tiers of France jointly with the 
French Army, but also, before all, 
to assist in preserving in future the 
African possessions of the European 
nations against acts of ‘brigandage.

GERMAN APPEAL TO FRANCE 


““In these circumstances, M. le 
Maréchal, I have the honour, and 
at the same time the sorrow, to 
inform you that, in order to avoid 
the danger which threatens us, I 
have, in agreement with the Italian 
Government, been compelled to give 
the order to my troops to cross 
France by the most direct route in 
order to occupy the Mediterranean 
coast; and, secondly, to take part 
in the protection of Corsica against 
the impending aggression of Anglo- 
American armed forces. 

‘‘It was the conduct of a French 
general which chiefly made me act 
in this menner. Whilst a prisoner 
he simulated illnees, and for this 
reason was granted certain privileges 
oi which he profited in order to 
escape. Contrary to the assurance 
which 1 received regarding his pledge 
to you, Monsieur le Maréchal, he 
deemed it fit henceforth not only to 
= age against Germany in the service 

Anglo-Saxon Powers, but even 
against his own country. 

“The action of the German troops 
is not directed against you, nor 
against the French Government, nor 
even against all those Frenchmen 
who desire peace, and who above all 
do not wish that their beautiful land 
again become a theatre of war. 

‘ At the same time. I would like 
to rep2at my assurance to you that 
the entry of the allied troops into 
France is not directed against the 
French armed forces, and” that | 
nourish the hope that one day I 
shall defend Europe side by side 
with them, as well as African posses- 
sions belon ging to Europe, against the 
coalition of the Anglo- saan Powers. 

“ Finally. the entry of allied troops 
is not directed against the French 
administration, which will continue, 
I hope, its functions as in the past.

“The only end we pursue by this 
measure is to prevent the repetition 
in the Soutn of Franc ‘e of the present 
developments in North Africa.

Events in the world war have 
begun to move at a bewildering 
speed. A few weeks ago the 
situation seemed almost to have 
reached the stage which it had 
reached in the beginning of 1940, 
when the Americans were talking 
of a ‘‘ phoney”? war, and the 
French still were sheltering 
behind their world-renowned 
Maginot Line. Then came General 
Alexander’s offensive at El 
Alamein. It would be too much 
to say that it had not been ex- 
pected. Within an almost incredibly 
short space of time Field-Marshal 
Rommel’s redoubtable. A frikakorps 
was defeated, and the German- 
Italian threat to Egypt was 
removed. Having broken through 
the Axis positions at FE] Alamein, 
the British armourec divisions, 
which, on this occasion, included 
large numbers of the most modern 
American tanks, were able to deploy 
in the open desert. Almost imme- 
diately afterwards the kaleido- 
scope gave another turn. It was 
announced on Sunday that 
American forces had landed in 
strength in French Morocco, both 
on the- Atlantic and on the 
Mediterranean coasts; and it 
became obvious that the purpose 
of the Anglo-American allies was 
to exert on Marshal Rommel the 
same kind of “' pincers’ move- 
ment that had been used to such 
effect by the Germans them- 
selves at various times since 
the war began. The Ameri- 
cans occupied French Morocco 
with swift efficiency, and yester- 
day were stated to have entered 
Tunisia, where, earlier in the 
day, there had been reports of 
landings by German parachutists 
and air-borne troops. In these 
circumstances, nobody who has 
been following the course of events 
in the Mediterranean can have 
been greatly surprised when it 
was announced vesterday that, on 
the twenty-fovr'') anniversary of 
the armistice Compiégne, the 
Germans had decided to occupy 
the whole of France. Under the 
terms of the armistice, which was 
signed by the French Government 
operating from Bordeaux in the 
summer of 1940, a purely 
arbitrary line of demarcation was 
drawn between occupied and un- 
occupied France; and the French 
G~ ‘ernment, under Marshal 
Pétain, was allowed to function 
at Vichy. For nearly two and a 
half years the French Govern- 
ment has been working in almost 
impossible conditions. Now the 
wheel has come full circle. Yes- 
terday the Germans crossed the 
demarcation line :.nd raced for the 
Mediterranean coast. The Italians 
also invaded French territory, 
occupying Nice and: Chambéry in 
the process. To-day, in all proba- 
bility, all metropolitan France is 
in the hands of German and 
Italian forces. The armistice of 
June, 1940, has become a dead 
letter. 

All sorts of wild rumours 
were in circulation yesterday, but 
most, if not all, of them may be 
discounted. The bare fact is that 
every acre of French metropolitan 
soil now is in the hands of the 
Germans and Italians. Nothing 
else matters very much at the 
moment. The French fleet still 
is at Toulon. The squadron that 
is in the harbour of Alexandria 
has not been seized by the 
British. On Monday, after the 
Americans had landed in North 
Africa, Monsieur Laval, the 
French Premier, flew to Munich, 
where he had an interview with 
Herr Hitler and Herr von 
Ribbentrop. - He returned to 
Vichy yesterday, evidently having 
been acguainted in advance with 
the terms of a long message that 
was sent by the Fuehrer to Marshal 
Pétain. We publish the text of 
this message to-day. While 
Monsieur Laval was in Germany, 
Marshal Pétain received Field- 
Marshal von Rundstedt, the 
German Commander-in-Chief of 
the occupied territories, to whom 
he protested against the violation 
of French soil; but Herr Hitler 
informed him in his message that 
the occupation of the territory 
still under French control had 
been rendered necessary in order 
to forestall an Anglo-American 
invasion of Corsica, and, possibly, 
even of Southern France. Herr 
Hitler has appealed to Marshal 
Pétain, and, through him, to 
the French people, to accept this 
latest trial as a military necessity, 
and to regard Germany’s action 
as a measure of defence on behalf 
of all Europe against the designs 
of the intruding Anglo-Saxons. 
Hitherto, Herr Hitler has vetoed 
the removal of the seat of French 
Government from Vichy to Ver- 
sailles; but now it seems that the 
ban has been removed. As we 
write, there is no indication of 
Marshal Pétain’s attitude towards 
the newly-created situation. His 
official protest against the German 
invasion, in the nature of things, 
could be no more than a matter 
of form; but it remains to be seen 
whether or not he will con- 
sent to maintain his Govern- 
ment in occupied territory. In 
the meantime, the general mili- 
tary situation, from the Allied 
point of view, is likely to be im- 
proved, rather than worsened, by 
Herr Hitler's new move. The 
occupation of all France will 
immobilise a very large number 
of German troops, although, on 
the other hand, it will give the 
Germans and Italians control of 
the whole northern coast of the 
Mediterranean, The most interest- 
ing speculation at the moment 1s 
the future of the French fleet, 
which. still constitutes a formid- 
able naval unit.

of nations and in the cultural 
armament of individuals for the 
work of such painters as 
Rembrandt. The art of painting, 
however, has had its day; it is 
superfluous in a modern civilisa- 
tion, apart, of course, from its 
historical significanee. This is the 
opinion of Mr. Giorgio Fanilla. 
who spoke in Dublin recently on 
the subject, ‘‘ When is an Oil 
Painting a. Work of Art?” and 
assured us that art has not kept 
the pace with science; that our 
art galleries are nothing more 
than graveyards of human ex- 
perience. ‘‘ Painting may be 
considered in future times,” he 
said, “ as an expression, if not of 
a childish mentality, certainly of 
a mind not yet mature.” From 
this assertion, there would seem to 
be a dismal future ahead of the 
many painters of our time who, 
no doubt, hope to enjoy a ripe 
old age, living on the fruits of 
their profession. If Mr. Fanilla’s 
theory has an element of truth 
in it—and we have no reason to 
doubt its veracity, for is not Mr. 
Fanilla a foreigner, and is not 
everybody aware that foreigners 
are the only people who know 
anything about art ?—the painters 
of pictures from Bangkok to 
Ballisodare will have to learn how 
to paint doors and fences, or find 
themselves some other work of an 
adult nature before the crash 
comes.

Wireworms 


Dr. Moocre, of the Agricultural 
Department of Leeds University, 
states that entomologists are still 
seeking for a cheap and mm remedy 
for the wireworm pest. Hé ascribes 
many failures attributed to the wire- 
worm, however, to bad cultivation, 
and says that careful seed bed prepara- 
tions—aimed at firmness below rather 
than at, the surface—is a vital factor 
in combating the pest. “Tí one 
characteristic of the farmer has stood 
out above all others in the last three 
years,” says Dr. Moore, “it is 
ingenuity, and when ingenuity is 
united with energy there is no 

roblem for which a solution cannot 

e found.”’ 


Smallpox 


Seventeen thousand people were 
vaccinated in Edinburgh yesterday 
at, the posts opened specially to cope 
with the demand for vaccination fol- 
lowing the outbreak of smallpox in 
the city. Twelve cases are being 
treated at present at the city 
hospital, one death has occurred and 
the schools and picture houses are

There is a striking sentence in 
The Bellman’s interview with Miss 
Margaret Burke-Sheridan in the 
latest issue of The Bell.
